Council. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District. 


Steady  progress  on  the  sewerage  schemes  in  Stockbridge  and  Wellow 
was  made  during  the  year,  and  we  look  forward  to  these  schemes  coming 
into  use  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 


Feeding  habits  of  our  increasing  population  have  changed  over  the 
years  and  nowadays  a  very  much  larger  quantity  of  poultry  is  eaten  week 
by  week  in  the  country  than  in  the  days  when  meat  inspection  was  organised. 
There  are  two  large  and  two  smaller  poultry  processing  and  packing  estab¬ 
lishments  in  the  Rural  District  and  during  the  year  inspections  were 
carried  out  regularly  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  Circular  No. 22/61. 
as  the  two  major  poultry  establishments  are  in  the  Wallop  Parish  this 
poultry  inspection  has  used  a  very  great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectorate  so  that  the  present  staff  of  two  Public  Health 
Inspectors  needs  to  be  increased. 


I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  all  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  work  during  the  year.

The  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  staffed  by  Health  Visitors,  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  and  voluntary  helpers.  The  District  Nurses 
sometimes  attend  these  Clinics  when  other  duties  permit.

During  the  year  the  number  of  sewer  connections  in  the  Parish 
of  Nursling  and  Rownhams  remained  at  570  and  in  the  Parish  of  North 
Baddesley  to  935. 

The  contractors  have  commenced  laying  sewers  in  the  parishes 
of  Stockbridge  and  Wellow  and  good  progress  is  being  made. 

Unfortunately  no  work  has  been  commenced  at  Crampmoor  or 
Braishfield  where  there  are  serious  drainage  difficulties.  Once 
again  I  must  mention  Chilworth  where  nuisances  from  overflowing 
cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are  increasing.

(iii)  Slum  Clearance 

The  Council  are  still  awaiting  the  completion  of  the  main 
drainage  scheme  at  Stockbridge  before  building  in  that  parish  thus 
providing  accommodation  for  the  families  living  in  unfit  houses. 


A  further  survey  has  been  made  of  houses  in  the  Parishes  of 
Weilow  and  Broughton  and  the  Council  will  be  recommended  to  deal 
with  20  to  30  houses  as  unfit  in  these  two  Parishes  when  alternative 
accommodation  is  available  for  the  families  living  in  them.  It  is 
hoped  to  extend  the  survey  to  other  Parishes  during  1968.

10  licences  were  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act 
during  the  year,  subject  to  Conditions  adopted  by  this  Authority  in  res¬ 
pect  of  the  number  of  cats  and/or  dogs  to  be  accomodated,  size  and  con¬ 
struction  of  accommodation,  heating,  lighting  and  ventilation,  cleanliness 
and  prevention  of  infectious  diseases,  bedding,  food  and  drink  and  storage 
thereof,  fire-fighting  equipment  and  registration  of  animals  etc. 

Regular  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  continued  to  be  collected  from  the  kerbside  fortnightly  through¬ 
out  the  Rural  District  with  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Chilworth  where 
there  is  a  weekly  collection.

.Every  care  has  been  taken  to  ensure  that  all  refuse  deposited  at  the 
tip  is  covered  by  at  least  9n  of  soil  and  no  complaints  have  been  received 
of  smell  or  flies.  The  fire  hazard  remains ,  and  any  fire  is  immediately 
reported  to  the  Fire  Authority,  this  is  essential  in  view  of  the  serious 
nuisance  from  smoke  and  fumes  which  could  arise  in  the  area  if  the  refuse 
was  allowed  to  burn. 


The  disposal  of  car  bodies  is  a  problem,  they  are  difficult  to  bury  and 
no  firm  of  car  breakers  are  prepared  to  remove  them*

8.  Poultry-.  Inspection 


There  are  4  processing  premises  within  the  district  and  all  poultry  is 
now  inspected  as  per  the  Ministry  circular  22/61, 

2  of  the  premises  are  basically  processing  chickens  whilst  the  other  two 
are  solely  turkey  processing  establishments ♦  A  considerable  number  of 
premises  process  some  quite  substantial  numbers  at  Christmas  time,  but 
it  has  been  found  virtually  impossible  to  keep  adequate  control  over  these 
establishments  because  of  their  use  for  such  a  short  duration.  The 
geeneral  food  hygiene  standard  of  the  premises  concerned  is  satisfactory 
although  there  are  certain  items  still  in  progress  which  when  completed 
will  ensure  that  they  are  entirely  satisfactory.  Complete  co-operation 
has  been  experienced  from  the  owners  of  these  establishments  which  has 
assisted  considerably  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  inspections. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  number  of  birds  processed  since  inspec¬
